REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action mailed on December 
10, 2003, and the references cited therewith. 

Claims 82 and 84 are amended herein, no claims are canceled herein, and no claims are 
added herein; as a result, claims 1-9 and 1 1-89 are now pending in this application. 

§772 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 82-89 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph, as allegedly containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Specifically, the Examiner stated that the specification does not enable a person skilled in 
the art to use the invention commensurate in scope with the claims. Additionally, the Examiner 
stated that the specification fails to enable one of skill in the art to practice the invention without 
undue experimentation. The Examiner based this rejection upon the specification allegedly 
failing to teach a method, and failing to disclose examples, of preventing psoriasis, dermatitis or 
eczema by using the adhesive patch. 

While Applicant disagrees with the Examiner's rejection, Applicant has cancelled herein 
from the claims, embodiments directed toward preventing psoriasis, dermatitis or eczema by 
using the adhesive patch. Specifically, claims 82 and 84 have been amended herein to obviate 
the rejection of claims 82-89 under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of claims 82-89 under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph is 
respectfully requested.
